HUGE BUILDING 
PLAN ANNOUNCED 
FOR EXPOSITION 


Two-Score New Structures to be 
Erected for California 
Spectacle 
SAN DIEGO.—A vast building 
program providing for the construc- 
tion of more than forty new struc- 
tures for the California Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition here next 
year, was announced today by 

Frank G. Belcher, president. 

Included in the construction plans 
are 15 dwellings to be known as 
“The House of Pacific Relations,” 
five new structures as large as 
many of the huge exhibit palaces 
already in Balboa Park, and foreign 
buildings in which the displays of 
far-away places will be exhibited. 

Ground Is Broken 

Ground has already been broken 
for the “House of Pacific Rela- 
tions,” a group of abodes to be oc- 
cupied by representatives of for- 
eign nations participating in Cali- 
fornia’s great recovery-stimulating 
enterprise. Designed for the pro- 
motion of international harmony, 
this feature is recognized in the 
United States and abroad as a def- 
inite contribution to international 
harmony. 

Among the larger new buildings, 
plans for which are being prepared 
by architects, will be the Hall of 
Photography, in which international 
photographic exhibits will be dis- 
played; the Transportation Build- 
ing, in which the progress of trans- 
portation will be traced; the Com- 
munity Building, in which states, 
counties and cities will place ex- 
hibits; an exhibit palace devoted to 
office appliances, the Palace of 
Electricity with displays depicting 
the miracles wrought by science, 
and the Woman’s Palace.

C. of C. Meeting 
Attracts Crowd 


An interesting meeting under the 
auspices of the Menlo Park Cham. 
ber of Commerce, with the City 
Council and Menlo Park Planning 
Commission, was held in the city 
hall jlast Monday evening. 

The first question to be taken up 
wwas the proposal by the Southern 
Pacific to build an underpass at Oak 
Grove Avenue or Encinal Avenue, 
to be constructed with the aid oi 
the Federal government, provided 
this could be accomplished without 
involving property damage. A very 
lengthy petition was filed by prop 
erty owners, which would under the 
terms would prevent any building of 
the underpass. 

J. H. Sullivan, president of the 
Menlo Park Chamber of Commerce 
and chairman of the meeting, then 
took up the subjecct of the water 
problem of Menlo Park and vicinity. 

Quite a lengthy discussion took 
place, covering the lowering of the 
water Jevel in the wells of the vi- 
cinity, which was bringing in the 
salty water of the bay and which 
will very soon ruin the wells. It was 
suggested that as soon as the Hetch 
Hetchy water was available, this 
supply should be substituted for welj 
water and save the fruit and agri- 
cultura] interests of the entire pen- 
insula. 

Mr. Poulter, manager, and Mr. 
Foster, engineer, of the Bear Gulch 
Water Company were present, and 
stated that as soon as the Hetch- 
Hetchy water was available at a 
price which would warrant, they 
would be very glad to take advant- 
age of this supvly. 

Mr. Sullivan suggested that ag 
soon as the second six-foot supply 
pipe was installed, the though San 
Francisco would be willing to con- 
sider a proposition to supply the 
Peninsula with water and offered 
the assistance of the Menlo Park 
Chamber in bringing about this so- 
lution of the Peninsula water prob- 
lem. 

As there are quite a number of 
questions of importance with regard 
to this section comng before the 
public, it is the intention of the 
Menlo Park Chamber of Commerce 
to hold these public meetngs about 
once a month, so that the resdents 
of this city may be fully informed 
of the progress contemplated in the 
future.

Plans to Save Waste 
In Agriculture Underway 


Sacramento, (WNU), Plans for 
a state,wide project to turn agri, 
cultural waste into valuable pro, 
have been formulated. In- 
formation as to means and meth- 
ods is being distributed to farm- 
ers and will be given to the state 
legislature at its next meeting. 

The plans call for factories to 
take the excess fruits and 
vegetables which now being 
either burned or thrown away and 
to transform them into alcohol, 
commercial solvents, vitamin con- 
centrates and similar products. 
Agricultural products which can- 
not be sold at a profit, such as 
culls, can be transform- 
ed into profitable commodities, 
both to the farmers and to those 
operating the factories. 

In Germany, it is said that such 
waste product factories are opera- 
ting at a profit for everyone con- 
cerned, Scientists who are pro- 
moting the plan in California say 
that establishment of such a ser, 
of factories would 
releive unemployment.

for a moment to Santa Clara val- 
jley half a century ago: 
It is the year 1880. The citrus 
| industry of California is doomed,

The cottony-cushion 
scale, introduged at Menlo Park 
on citrus fruit trees brought in 
from Australia, has swept the en- 
|tire state. Trees are dying by the

the citrus industry will have dis- 
appeared from California. 

This is not an _ imaginative 
story. The crisis described here
